Brilliant Addresses by Hon. Champ 


Clark and Governor Wilson at 


the Harrisburg Meeting. 


On last Thursday a most remark- 


able meeting of Democrats occurred 
In Harrisburg. 
It was no organiza- 


tion meeting or convention for the 
nomination of candidates. It was a 
meeting for the purpose of bringing 
about if possible a federation of the 
Democratic clubs of the State. Over 
forty clubs were represented and Har- 
risburg saw a Democratic meeting to 
wnich every one participating had to 
pay his own way and eclipsing any 
previous meeting of the party held in 
the Capital City. Hundreds of young 
Democrats were in attendance, work- 
Ing for the reorganization of their 
party throughout the State so that De- 
mocracy may command and receive 
the confidence and support of the peo- 
ple.

speeches. 


Speaker Clark's Address. 


I am always glad to speak in Penn- 


sylvania because my father when 
quite a young man worked for a year 
or two as a journeyman buggy and 
ccachmaker at Meadeville; so I feel 
akin to you. That he so worked is a 
fact as essential to my biography as 
that I have been elected nine times a 
member of the more numerous branch 
of the National Legislature. It will 
be a sad day for the Republic when 
Americans are ashamed of being la- 
borers or the sons of laborers. 
My 


father was a good buggy and coach- 
maker, and-1 have tried to be a-good 
Congressman. 
The whole philosophy 


of life is to discharge faithfully and 
patriotically the duties of any posi- 
tion in which we find ourselves plac- 
ed, just as the end and aim of all po- 
litical action should be the promotion 
of the honor, the glory, the safety and 
the prosperity of the Republic. 


"Triumphant 
Democracy" is now 


the theme of every tongue within the 
broad confines of the Republic. We 
have laid aside the weight which did 
so easily beset us—that of quarreling 
among ourselves—and present a solid 
front to the common foe. 
Consequent- 


ly from the Mount of Victory we this 
day look into the Promised Land. 
which we will enter and possess on 
March 4, 1913. 


When I remember what the House 


Democrats were at the beginning of 
the Sixty-first Congress, a wrangling, 
jangling, peevish, feeble and despised 
minority, and how by a conciliatory 
policy we got together, wrenched vic- 
tory after victory from our opponents, 
made of ourselves the most superb 
fighting minority ever seen in Wash- 
ington, and established a record on 
which we swept the country in 1910, 
not only electing a Democratic House, 
but capturing a half-dozen Senatorial 
seats from the Republicans and a half- 
dozen governors in Northern Statets, 
I assert without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that no parliamentary, mi- 
nority in history ever made a more 
splendid record. Every Democrat who 
served in the House of the Sixty-first 
Congress is entitled to his full share 
of the honor. In the words of Admi- 
ral Winfield Scott Schley touching the 
battle of Santiago, "There is glory 
enough for all." 


Giving the Lie to Negation. 


We had been sneered at for years as 


a party of mere negation, as utterly 
destitute of constructive ability, and 
that sneer cost us dearly. By our 
deeds we have given the lie direct to 
that monumental slander. During the 
ten weeks that Congress has been in 
session, notwithstanding the fact that 
we had in the very nature of things to 
consume some time in organizing, this 
Democratic House has passed more 
bills in the nature of constructive 
statesmanship than any other House 
ever passed in the same length of 
lime. 


It is written "By their fruits ye 


shall know them." That test for hu- 
man conduct was established by the 
highest authority. By it the Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives is wil- 
ling to be judged—for it is a fair and 
jiiist standard. Bv it we stand or fall. 


Our record in the present House is 


a proud one. We are fighting a good 
fight. We are keeping the faith. We 
are fulfilling as rapidly and as liter- 
ally as possible every promise made to 
the people. Here is the record: 


1. In 
the 
Denver platform 
we 


promised to reform the rules of the 
House. 
We have reformed 
them. 


That is a fact accomplished. Our op- 
ponents declared that only under the 
old rules could the business of the 
House be transacted, and that if we 
entered upon the scheme of electing 
committees by tht House, chaos would 
return. But we did reform and lib- 
eralize the rule?, rhis House did elect 


its committees and we expedite busi 
ness in such a manner as to bring joy 
to all lovers of the Republic. 


2. We promised in the Denver plat- 


form that we would pass a resolution 
submitting to the States for ratifica- 
tion a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the election of United 
States Senators by popular vote. The 
House piomptly passed that resolution 
by such a majority as to assure the 
early realization of that important 
and far-reaching refoim. There never 
has been any sensible argument urged 
against that proposition, and never 
will be. 


3. We promised in the Denver plat- 


form to (.ass a bill compelling tlie pub 
licatlon of campaign expenses before 
the election. The Democratic House 
passed that bill by a rousing majority 
and sent it to the Republican Senate. 
The great body of the people, without 
reference to party affiliations, are hon- 
est in their political opinions and de- 
mand 
honest 
elections. 
They 
are 


weary of corrupt use or money in elec- 
tions, and have made up their minds 
to put an end to it. Honest men of 
all parties indorse the bill looking to 
that result passed by the Democratic 
House. 
Aioused public opinion will 


force tuat bill for the purification of 
politics through the Republican Sen 
ate, which will pass it. 


4. The Denver platform declared 


for the admission of Arizona and New 
Mexico as two States, and the Demo- 
crats of the House have done -their 
part to make good in that declaration. 
It is a shame tuat those two Territo- 
ries ware not admitted as States years 
ago—a thing promised in our treaty 
with Mexico when they were ceded to 
us. 


Drop 100 Useless Offices. 


5. In the Denver platform we prom- 


ised to cut down the disbursements of 
the Government. Under the lead of 
my able and distinguished friend. A. 
Mitchell Palmer, we have alreadj 
made a beginning of the redemption 
of that promise by abolishing more 
than 300 useless offices in and about 
the House of Representatives, thereby 
saving $182,000 per annum. This is 
only an earnest of what we will ac- 
complish as rapidly as possible. When 
Thomas Jefferson, the greatest states- 
man that ever lived, bar none, the pro- 
foundest philosopher that ever devot 
ed his life to statesmanship, delivered 
his first inaugural, which has became 
a classic, he stated the Democratic- 
creed. Among other things for which 
he declared was "Economy in the pub- 
lic expense, that labor may be lightly 
burdened." In those 11 words he 
stated a most important principle of 
government—"economy in the public 
expense"—and -.at the same time gave 
an incontrovertible reason for It— 
"that labor may be lightly burdened." 
Nothing could cloud his ciear vision to 
the fact that labor creates all the 
wealth, foots all the bills, pays all the 
taxes. Consequently wisdom, justice, 
humamtarianit-m and patriotism de- 
mand that the burdens of labor shall 
be made as light as possible. That is 
precisely what the Democratic House 
is doins and will continue to do. We 
are living up to the Jeffersonian doc- 
trine. No doubt we will be sneered at 
by spendthrifts as cheeseparers, but 
hard-headed, sensible folks will in- 
dorse our action because it deserves to 
be Indorsed. 


6. The Denver platform contained 


these words: "We demand the immedi- 
ate repeal of the tariff on wood pulp, 
print paper, lumber, timber and logs, 
and that those articles be placed on 
the fiee list." So far as the Demo- 
cratic House is concerned that de- 
mand has been granted in the Reci- 
procity oil! and in what is popularly 
called the "Farmers' Free List Bill.'' 
both of which now sleep in the Repub- 
lican Senate. 
Indeed, we not only 


granted the aforesaid demand, but we 
more than granted H by putting farm- 
ing implements and several other 
things on the free list. 


7. The Denver platform declared 


for "the immediate revision of the tar- 
iff by the reduction of impost duties;" 
for "matiM-ial reductions in the tariff 
upon the necessaries of life," and for 
"gradual reductions in such other 
schedules as may be necessary to re- 
store the tariff to a revenue basis." 
In the Reciprocity bill, Farmers' Free 
List bill and the Underwood bill to re 
vise the wool and woolen goods sched- 
ule, which will pass the House in a 
few days, we are beginning to make 
good that declaration. 
The Under- 


wood bill passed the Democratic cau- 
cus with practical unanimity. It will 
receive oractically every Democratic 
vote in the House and several Republi- 
can votes. 


Senate Dare Not Kill It. 


My prediction is that it will pass the 


Senate, become a law and prove to be 
a vast benefaction to the American 
people by materially cheapening the 
cost o! woolen goods to consumers. It 
carried rates on woolen goods lower 
than the Morrison bill, lower than the 
Mills bill, and lower even than the 
rates of the Wilson bill as it passed 
the House, much lower than the Wil- 
son bill as it became a law. 
Even 


those who do not think it goes far 
enough admit that it is a step in the 
right direction. In fact, it is a very 
long step, cutting the rates on wool 
and woolens on an average of about 66 
per cent. If the old proverb that a 
half loaf is beter than no bread be 
true, and most people think It is. it 
surely must be that two-thirds of a 
loaf is better than no bread.

A MOST INTERESTING COURT.

Hudson Case—Tyrone 
Township 


Divided—Hill Church Escheated. 
At the June Argument Court before 


President Judge S. McC. Swope and 
Associate Judges AV. Howard Dicks 
;"and Leo A. Sneringer, on Monday, a 
number of matters of more interest 
uauai itctaarf»f«re heard by 


The petition to strike 
from the 


record the registration of Dr. B. D. 
Hudson of this place as a veterinarian 
was brought up. J. D. Kieth, Esq., and 
James G. Glessner, Esq., of York rep- 
resenting the department moving in 
the matter and J. L. Williams, Esq., 
representing Dr. Hudson. 


The petition to strike off the regis- 


tration as having been improperly 
made was first read and then the an- 
swer of Dr. Hudson showing how he 
had been given trouble by the depart- 
ment and even preventing him to se- 
cure his registration under the Act of 
l!iu», the passage of which he had se- 
cured. 


Before the facts or questions of law 


had been argued Judge Swope said 
that it was the desire of the Court to 
have this misunderstanding between 
tne department and Dr. Hudson set- 
tled or adjusted in some amicable way. 
That Dr. Hudson was a good citizen 
of the town, that he had a large prac- 
tice as a veterinarian, that he had ad- 
vanced the interests of the town by 
making improvements, and that he in 
view of his 27 years experience as a 
veterinarian he was not such a person 
as should be harrass*»d by the depart- 
ment. The Court ordered a continu- 
ance of the matter until the next ar 
gument court and asked that the de- 
partment try to come to some arnica 
ble adjustment ot the case in the 
meantime. 


The exceptions 10 the division of 


Tyrone township into two election dis- 
tricts was down for argument. The 
exceptants withdrew their exceptions 
and the division of the township as 
made by the commissioners was con- 
firmed absolute. The dividing of the 
township follows the road known as 
the Bull Frog road lower end to be 
Xo. 1 Division and upper part as Xo. 
2. The decree of the Couit will desig 
nate the polling place in Xo. 2 and ap- 
point the election officers to serve un- 
til the next election. This township 
is a very long one and quite a number 
of people live in the upper end and 
some have eight miles to the present 
polling place. The division will give 
them a voting place near at hand. 
The costs of proceedings dividing 
township were placed on the county. 


The matter of the escheat of the Old 


Hill Church to the Commonwealth was 
heard. Hon. AV. Ross AVhite, John 
Rhodes, John A. Cool and J. Harry 
Beard were called as witnesses. As 
the story of the church came to the 
witnesses the land was given by the 
Wilson family and the first log church 
was erected in 1765 or 1767. That this 
cnurch building was replaced in 1792 
by the old stone church, which was 
finished in winter of 1793-4. Hon. AV. 
Ross White had been baptized in the 
church 81 years ago. The church had 
been used by several denominations, 
ine ,ast occupiers being the United 
Presbyterians. Rev. Chas. G. McClel 
Ian was pastor when Hon. AV. R. White 
was young and he remembered when 
he removed to the AVest and there was 
talk of selling property to pay the 
back salary but a number of men paid 
it up and saved t.ie church. That fif- 
teen years ago both York and Adams 
county records had been exnaustively 


(searched to find the title, but the title 
papers could never be found, the con 


gregation had never been chartered, 
the church was finally abandoned, had 
no owner and the church was a pile of 
ruins and almost all the lumber had 
been carried off. The witnesses put a 
valuation of about $150 on the five 
acres. At the conclusion of the hear- 
ing the Court made an order escheat- 
ing the property to the Commonwealth 
and placing it in the hands ot" William 
McClean. escheator, and if no objec- 
tions are filed within four weeks the 


of c»ehfcut. lo become final. 


The hearing of exceptions to the re- 


port of J. Donald Swope, auditor, mak- 
ing distribution of the estate in the 
hands of Rev. Ferdinand Hesse, ex- 
ecutor of Catharine Hartman, deceas- 
ed, were begun on Monday afternoon 
and concluded on Tuesday. Catharine 
Hartman was an aged lady of New 
Oxford, dying iu 1910 and leaving a 
will, appointing Rev. Hesse, executor. 
He filed an account showing a balance 
in his hands of about $500. The audi- 
tor surcharged him with moneys he 
found he had received amounting to 
over $1400, to this was added interest 
of over $700 and the costs of^the audit 
of over $400, making a total surcharge 
of over $2600. The auditor made his 
findings of fact that Rev. Hesse had 
appropriated these moneys to his own 
use without the knowledge of Catha- 
rine Hartman, aud this finding pre- 
vented the running of the statute of 
limitations. The 
exceptions alleged 


that there was no evidence which war- 
ranted such findings and that the rela- 
tion between Rev. nesse and the de- 
cedent was such as would contradict 
the findings of facts as made. 
The 


questions of facts and law were argu- 
ed at length by non. J. G. Benner. 
Hon. 
Wm. McClean and Wm. Arch. 


McClean, Esqs., counsel for accountant 
and by Chas. S. JJuncan, Esq., counsel 
for the exceptants.

A LOST MINE. 


The Tragic Legend That Is Associated 


With Bald Mountain. 


The legend of a lost mine has given 


to Bald mountain, in Placer county, 
Colo., a fascinating interest for pros- 
pectors.

OB the Palatine are a grandiose rain 
that stira the artist and makes the 
philosopher think, but If one seta him- 
self to measure them, to> conjecture 
from the remains the proportions of 
the entire edifices, be does not eon Jure 
up buildings that rival large modern 
construction. The palace of Tiberius. 
for example, rose above a> street only 
two meters wide, less than seven feet, 
an alley like those where today In 
Italian cities live only the most miser- 
able Inhabitants. 
We have pictured 


to ourselves the Imperial banquets of 
ancient Rome- as functions- of unheard 
of splendor; If Nero or Etagabalna 
could came to life and' see- the dining 
room of a great hotel in Parb or New 
York, resplendent with, light, with 
crystal, with silver, he wonrd admire 
It as far more beautiful than the halls 
In which he gave his Imperial feasts. 
Think how poor were the ancients In 
artificial light! They bad! few wines;

THE BUSY BEES. 


hfaw the- tmaet* Work When They 


Are Collecting Honey. 


Upon the approach of a bee to «ny 


ftower it flies around the calyx almost 
always before alighting upon the flow- 
er Itself. Thte to a cursory examina- 
tion, and with its antennae oat- 
stretched and quivering it is evidently 
scenting the honey contained within. 


Should this prove a fruitful flower 


and of the Oarer required the be* set- 
tles on the center of the stamen and, 
clutching it with its four front legs, 
steadies Itself with Its longer out- 
stretched two hlndermost ones and 
withdraws the nectar by its proboscis, 
the wings of the body assuming a 
vibratory motion the while. 


The bee's proboscis Is a most Impor- 


tant Instrument. 
It Is composed of 


about forty cartilaginous rings, each 
of which is fringed with minute hairs, 
having also a small tuft of hair at It* 
extremity, where^ It is somewhat ser- 
-rated. Ita movement ta like the trunk 
of an elephant and Is susceptible ol 
extension 
and contraction, bending 


and twisting In all directions. Thus, 
by rolling It about. It searches out the 
calyx, pistil and stamen of every flow- 
er and deposits Its nectar upon the 
tongue, whence it passes into the gul- 
let at the base. 


The gullet, or first stomach, is the 


boney bag. No digestion takes place 
here. In shape it is like an oil flask 
and when full contains about one 
grain. It Is susceptible of contraction 
and to so arranged as to enable the 
Insect to disgorge its contents Into the 
cells of the hive.—Philadelphia North 
American.

It calls 
its challenge to every inan who de- 
sires to serve and has no fear. Are 
we wise and strong and sober and 
united enough to do it? Have we the 
knowledge, 
the 
self-possession, 
the 


poise, the courage? Are we the men? 
The Country shall decide: but it is 
within our choice of patriotic action 
which should commend us to all just 
and purposeful men. 


There has, first and last, been a 


great deal of idle talk about divisions 
in the Democratic party, and men here 
and there have spoken as if it were 
possible for this individual or that to 
disrupt it and to break the splendid 
continuity of its history. 
Men who 


speak sucii empty predictions are for- 
getful of the history of the party. It 
Is the one party in the United States 
•which has continued unbroken f'.om 
the beginning of our national history 
until now. Other parties have risen 
and fallen, have come into existence 
and passed utterly away; but the 
Democratic party has renewed Itself 
from generation to generation with an 
indomnitable youth.

New Milk Law. 


Jfiie new milk law, which Governor 


Teaer signed last Thursday fixes the 
standard for milk-fat at 3.25 per cent. 
and that for total milk solids at 12 per 
cent, these being the percentages be- 
iow which milk sold for household 
use. and to be served iu hotels, restau- 
rants aud boarding bouses, may not 
go. This is the first law enacted in 
Pennsylvania in which a milk stand- 
ard for the entire State has been fixed. 
It is worthy of note also, that the 
standard thus set is identical with the 
National milk standard governing the 
milk trade between the States. This 
standard was proclaimed by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture of the United 
States under authority of Congress, 
upon tbe recommendation of au ex- 
pert commission who had studied the 
milk, law* ot the various cities and 
commonwealths of the Uuion, as well 
as the composition of milk of known 
purity from thousands of dairy cows 
of all breeds and from all parts of the 
country. This law is a great step for- 
ward iu the interests of the household- 
grand honest dairyman, putting tbe 
pump and impurities out of commis*

Hkirn milk, when 
cleau and wholesome, may still be 
sold, if sold as such, for household 
use, and milk yielded by cows of low 
tat strains may easily be brought to 
standard by the use in the herd of 
cows producing fat rich milk, or may 
be sold to the creamery as heretofore 
ou the basis of its actual analysis. 


This law also improves the standard 


for cream, bringing up the require- 
ment to 18 per cent, as in the National 
standard, aud prohibits the sale as 
'cream' of a mixture of cream with 
.evaporated or condensed 
milk, or 


with any other substance having the 
effect of increasing its thickness or 
consistency.
